Captivity By VC 
'Ultimate Bummer'

America's returned 
POWs 


streamed home Thursday to the 
arms of their families in 
emotional reunions at military 
hospitals. Two of the latest 
arrivals were a gaunt Army cap- 
tain who described his captivity 
as "the ultimate bummer," and 
a private who balked at the 
welcoming crowd and did not 
get off the plane 


Forty men arrived at Travis 


Air Force Base in Northern 
California Thursday aboard two 
separate flights — bringing the 
total of POWs in the United 
States to 62, including two men 


"rushed home Tuesday because of 


their critically ill mother?. 


An additional 60 were set to 


head home Thursday night and 
early Friday, leaving only 20 of 
the 143 POWs released Monday 
still at Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines. 


•I Don't Feel Well' 


"I'm sorry I don't feel well. I 


don't want to go out," Pvt. Fer- 
dinand Rodriguez said after he 
looked out the door of his 
"freedom flight" plane and saw 
a crowd of about 250 persons at 
Travis 


He remained inside while the 


plane was refueled for a flight to 
Scott AFB, 111., where he was to 
be transferred to another plane 
taking him to Valley Forge 
General Hospital, Pa. 


Rodriguez. 25, is a draftee 


from Brooklyn. N.Y.. who dis- 
appeared April 14. 1968 He was 
listed as a deserter but later waa 
found to be a POW. 


Wanat Can't Agree 


Army Capt George Wanat Jr., 


27, of Foxboro, Mass., captured 
by the Communists during the 
seige of An Loc in April 1972, 
said of the jungle prison camp. 
where he was held: 


"There really isn't too much 


to say about it except that it was 
the ultimate bummer as far as I 
was concerned They called it 
good, humane and lenient treat- 
ment I would not agree with 
them on that. It was like I im- 
agined it would be for a POW. It 
was a hard piece of cheese. I 
would say."

tion will be introduced soon to 
permit the construction of the 
trans-Alaska oil pipeline, Alaska 
senators said. 


Washington (AP) — The United States 


and Cuba signed an agreement Thursday 
to prosecute or extradite future hijackers. 


But the five-year accord signed 


separately in Washington and Havana 
retained the traditional American policy 
of sheltering political refugees. 


It's In Effect 


Because it was an executive agreement 


and not a treaty, the document did not 
require Senate ratification and went into 
effect immediately. 


Secretary of State William P. Rogers, 


who signed the agreement for the United 
States, said it served notice to hijackers 
that they will have "no safe haven" in the 
United States or Cuba. 


The agreement, signed simultaneously 


by Rogers in his office here and Cuban 
Foreign Minister Raul Roa in Havana, 
defines a hijacker as "any person who 
hereafter seizes, removes, appropriates 
or diverts from its normal route or ac- 
tivities an aircraft or vessel registered un- 
der the laws of one of the parties and 
brings it to the territory of the other par- 
ty." 


Such a person, the agreement provides, 


"shall either be returned to the party of 
registry, .to be tried by the courts of 
that party in conformity with its laws or 
be brought before the courts of the party 
whose territory was reached for trial." 


Foreign Prisons 


Rogers told reporters later, "I expect 


there will be more prosecutions than 
extraditions." indicating that hijackers 
can expect to serve their sentences in 
foreign prisons. 


Both countries pledged to try hijackers 


under existing laws providing "the most 
severe penalty according to the cir- 
cumstances and the seriousness of the 
acts " 
Sign Poet 


Ottawa (AP) — Cuba and Canada 


signed an antihijacking agreement

Havana concluded with the United States 


Flanked by flags of their countries. 


Canadian Foreign Minister Mitchell 
Sharp and Cuban Deputy Foreign 
Minister Rene Anillo signed the pact at a 
brief ceremony and spoke of improving 
relations 


The pact provides for prosecution or 


extradition of hijackers of both boats and 
pkmes. 


One possible loophole was closed by a 


clause stating that extradition is man- 
datory if the hijacker has not broken the 
laws of the nation to which he fled. 


Regarding political asylum, the agree- 


ment says a nation receiving a refugee 
"may take into consideration any 
extenuating or mitigating circumstances 
in those cases in which the persons 
responsible for the acts were being 
sought for strictly political reasons and 
were in real and imminent danger of 
death without a viable alternative for 
leaving the country." 


This does not apply, however, if the 


refugee extorted money >r threatened to 
harm "the members of the crew, 
passengers, or other persons in connec- 
tion with the hijacking." 


Right Said Not Limited 


When asked if the tight restrictions on 


defining a political refugee had limited 
the right to grant political asylum. U.S. 
officials said they had not because the 
country receiving such a person would 
determine on its own if the conditions 
required the refugee to flee. 


Rogers told a news conference after the 


signing that the agreement "makes it 
clear hijackers.. .cannot escape the laws 
of our country.. .or Cuba by claiming the 
right of asylum. 


"It doesn't affect the right of asylum. 


What it does mean is that you cannot 
commit major crimes on the way to the 
asylun." 


Cuba had insisted that the measure 


apply to boats as well as planes and that 
existing laws prohibiting attacks against 
the planes, ships or territory of the other 
country be enforced. It won both points. 


Havana Accedes 


On the other hand, the United States 


did not want the agreement to be retroac- 
tive and did want provisions for extradi- 
tion, as well as prosecution, written into 
the text. Havana acceded to those points 
and to inclusion of the political-asylum 
provision which Rogers called a "very 
sacred right." 


The accord "does not foreshadow a 


change of policies as far as the United 
States is concerned toward Cuba," 
generally, Rogers said. 


He repeated President Nixon's demand 


that Fidel Castro change his anti- 
American policies as a pre-condition for 
improved Havana-Washington relations. 


OP Opposes Limits On Campaign Funds

Nebraska's Republican Party Thursday declared 


its firm opposition to Democratic Gov. J. James 
Exon's bill to limit political campaign expenditures 
in the state. 


Democratic State Chairman Hess Dyas of Lin- 


coln expressed his party's support for the measure. 
LB310, introduced by Sen. Richard Fellman of 
Omaha at the request of the governor. 


The proposal was also opposed by Secretary of 


State Allen Beermann. a Republican, at a lively 
public hearing before the Unicameral's Govern- 
ment, Military and Veterans Affairs Committee 


It was held for later action along with LB267. 


Sen. Jerome Warner's proposed corrupt practices 
act requiring full disclosure of campaign con- 
tributions and expenditures and limiting individual 
contributions to $1.000 


LB267 will be subjected to further review by the 


committee with assistance from Beermann and 
representatives of both major political parties. 


Fellman's bill would limit campaign advertising 


expenditures in the general election to twice the of- 
fice's annual salary. The primary campaign l;mit 
would be one-half that amount. 


LB310 affects only state offices 
The spending limit is designed to meet "one of 


the major problems that exist in politics." 
Fellman. a former unsuccessful Democratic con- 
gressional candidate, told the committee 


"With enough money, one can often buy an elec- 


tion," he declared. 


Assistant GOP State Chairman Richard Nelson 


of Lincoln said the wise use of campaign expen- 
ditures can now give an obscure candidate "a 
chance" against a better-known candidate and. 
more particularly, an incumbent officeholder.

"Do you think a poor honest man could beat a 


rich scoundrel?" Chambers, a registered indepen- 
dent, asked. 


Wallace Rudolph of Lincoln, speaking for the 


go\ ei nor, said the problem is that some candidates 
may "sell their soul for money," and their own 
principles may be "drowned" by large campaign 
contributions. 


Beermann said he opposes the bill in principle, 


although he suggested it would provide "a distinct 
advantage" for incumbent officeholders like 
himself. 


Spending limits would restrict a candidate's abili- 


ty to be heard and, in effect, stifle freedom of 
speech, Beermann argued. They might force cam- 
paign spending underground, he said. 


Warner said his bill requiring full disclosure 


would at least inform the public about spending 
and "eliminate the appearance of evil." 


LB267 would not only limit individual 
con- 


tributions to $1,000, but prohibit contributions by 
persons holding contracts with the state and bar 
candidates from seeking contributions from 
registered lobbyists. 


It would cover state and local elections 
All contributions in excess of $100 would be 


publicly reported by name. 


Penalties, which Warner said must be "strict to 


be effective," include forfeiture of office 


His bill does not conflict with a spending limits 


plan, Warner told the committee, although he 
believes it would be "extremely difficult to arrive 
at any reasonable limits." 


LB310 would, by example, limit gubernatorial 


candidates to a $25,000 primary and a $50,000 
general election campaign. Legislative candidates 
could spend $9,600 in the general election.

Inspection Trip Reveals 
County Doesn't Have Jail

Lancaster County Com- 


missioners Thursday made an 
unannounced inspection trip to 
the jail to fulfill a month late 
what they believed was a legal 
requirement, only to be in- 
formed that "we don't have a 
county jail " 


County Board Chairman 


Robert Colin, who said the visit 
was made Thursday because 
they forgot to make the inspec- 
tion in January as provided for 
by state law, said he was not 
aware that the county had no 
legal responsibility for the jail. 
The jail in the new County-City 
Building is now a city jail. 


He said when the jailor in- 


formed the 
commissioners 


Thursday that "according to 
Judge (Herbert) Ronm. we don't 


have a county jail." Colin didn't 
realize the significance. 


Lancaster County Atty. Paul 


Douglas, County Sheriff Merle 
Karnopp and the district judges 
told The Star that there is no 
question that the jail is a city jail 
and the county merely contracts 
with the city for keeping county 
inmates 


According *o provisions of the 


law under the county jail sec- 
tion, county commissioners 
must visit the jail of its county 
once during each of its sessions 
in the months of January. April. 
July and October 


Under the sections of the law 


governing city jails, however, 
there is no provision for man- 
datory visit. District judges have 
the responsibility of making 
rules and regulations governing 
the operation of a jail in January 


ot each year and at such other 
times as necessary. 


Presiding District Judge 


Ronin and District Judge 
William Hastings noted that 
although they annually make at 
least one visit to the jail, it is not 
mandatory as alleged by the 
League of Women Voters. 


They said that the district 


judges had made an inspection 
in January and that a meeting is 
being scheduled for the latter 
part of February or first of 
March with Chief Joseph Carroll 
and representatives of both the 
city and county to discuss some 
of the matters of the inspection 


The judges said that since the 


county does contract for their 
prisoners, they felt that they had 
an interest in the jail setup and 
should be included in such a dis- 
cussion

by most of the other five non-

participants, 


suggested informally that 
Waldheim, as the only true 
neutral, should preside over the 
conference This would imply, as 
it was meant to. that the world 
body should have an active and 
c o n t i n u i n g role in the 
peacekeeping process 


—North Vietnam, similarly 


supported by most of the other 
five Communist participants, 
countered by proposing the 
chairmanship should be shared

1. A general endorsement of 


the cease-fire pact negotiated by 
the United States and North 
Vietnam. 


2. A general definition of the 


conference's own tasks and stan- 


ding This will include a formal 
takeover of the responsibilities 
bequeathed, in the Vietnam con- 
text, by the 1954 Geneva con- 
ference over which the British 
and Russians presided 


3. A general declaration in- 


dicating whether the conference 
itself, or the United Nations, or a 
combination of both, is to be the 
authority charged with the final 
responsibility 
of insuring 


adherence to the cease-fire. The 
four-nation commission con- 
trolling the truce, for instance, 
will need a supervising authonty 
to which to report and from 
which to seek guidance if dis- 
agreements arise.

Air Strikes Up In Laos

crease in American air strikes against Communist troop and 
supply movements in Laos Spokesmen said the strikes were a 
reaction to a substantial rise in the flow of military materiel 
from North Vietnam and stepped-up fighting in Laos 


Saigon Threatens Delay 


Saigon — South Vietnam threatened to ho'd up the 


scheduled release of Communist prisoners, of war if the Com- 
munists delayed the release of captured government troops. The 


angry threat from a military spokesman came after the Viet 
Cong reportedly failed to meet a promised deadline for the 
release of 320 South Vietnamese prisoners 


Egypt, Israel Battle 


Jerusalem - After eight months of uneasy truce along the 


Suez Canal front, Israeli and Egyptian warplanes fought a brief 
battle over the Gulf of Suez with no reported losses. Later, 
Israeli artillery units exchanged fire with Syrian batteries near 
the Golan Heights, the first clash across the cease-fire line since 
Jan 8

allotments and farm subsidies that have cost the nation $48 
billion in the last dozen years.

Pullout Near 
Halfway Mark 


SAIGON <AP) 
American 


troop strength in Vietnam has 
fallen to its lowest level in nearly 
a decade and the United States is 
fast approaching the halfway 
mark in getting all its military 
forces out by the March 28 
deadline, the U.S. Command 
reported Thursday. 


The command said another 1.- 


465 American troops were 
withdrawn during the last four 
days, dropping the U.S. troop 
level to 15,744. That is the lowest 
since July 1963. 


At peak strength in April 1969 


— almost four years ago — 543.- 
000 U.S. troops were in Vietnam. 
That had dropped to 23,000 by 
the time the cease-fire officially 
went into effect Jan. 28. 


The speed of U.S. troop 


withdrawals from Vietnam is 
significant because the peace 
agreement signed in Paris Jan. 
27 links U.S. pnsoner releases 
with the rate of the U.S. pullout. 


During the first 15 days of the 


cease-fire, the United States 
withdrew about one-fourth its 
forces, at a rate of about 400 men 
a day. On the 16th day, the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
released about one-fourth the 
prisoners they hold in North and 
South Vietnam and Laos. 


By the end of this month. U.S. 


troop strength should drop to 
about 10.000. and the North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong should 
release roughly 143 American 
prisoners, the same number they 
freed in North and South Viet- 
nam on Monday. Similarly, there 
should be another 25 per cent 
U S troop cut around the middle 
of next month, matched by an 
equal prisoner release, and a 
fourth and final repeat of this 
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procedure by the March 28 
deadline. 


In advance of the next regular 


prisoner release. North Vietnam 
has announced it will free 20 
more Americans within theiaext 
few days as a sign of good will in 
the light of Henry A. Kissinger's 
visit to Hanoi. 


Lt. Col. Le Trung Hien. chief 


spokesman for the South Viet- 
namese command, said more 
than 2.100 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong prisoners have 
been released since Monday, in- 
cluding about 600 women Viet 
Cong, in Quang Tri Province on 
the northern front below the 
demilitarized zone and at Loc 
Nmh 75 miles north of Saigon 
near the Cambodian border 


Hien said the Communists 


have released more than 700 
South Vietnamese prisoners but 
have failed to live up to their 
promise to free 300 held in 
Pleiku Province. He said if the 
Communist side does not release 
the Pleiku prisoners soon. 
Saigon will free only 4.000 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong cap- 
tives instead of the 7.000 planned 
in the first group. The commit- 
ment of the Communist side was 
to free 1.000 prisoners in the first 
batch, Hien said. 


Both the Saigon government 


and the Viet Cong complained 
their prisoners have been ill 
treated. 


fhe director of South Viet- 


nam's armed forces medical 
department said more than half 
the Saigon 
government's 


returned prisoners have been 
hospitalized for emergency 
treatment of malaria, lung infec- 
tions and skin diseases. 


The official Saigon radio 


quoted one unidentified 
returned prisoner as saying that 
he was detained in Cambodia at 
four different sites. 


"The detainees were kept 


together" his statement said. 
"Each was given three meals a 
day. each meal consisting of a 
bowl of rice with some salt. 
Sometimes, a single chicken was 
cooked for 300 POWs 


"We were given porter 


assignments, carrying bags of 
rice back and forth for 60 
kilometers. Seventy of the 400 
South Vietnamese in the camp 
died while I was there " 


Another returned prisoner 


identified as Nguyen Thanh Ha 
said, "We had to plant potatoes 
and manioc to supplement our 
daily diet of a bowl of rice and 
some dried fish Occasionally 
we had thin slices of meat and 
some salt" 


The Viet Cong radio said many 


of the released Communist 
prisoners denounced the Saigon 
administration for "killing and 
wounding tens of thousands of 
POWs

devaluation spread

Europe, Americans flocked to 
tourist offices and banks to 
change their dollars into Swiss 
francs and German marks, 
watching the value of their own 
currency gradually shrink 


"We are the poor Americans 


now." said Scott Bellinger, a 
medical student at the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin, who was visiting 
Vienna "Every time we go to a 
bank it seems we get less for our 
money than the day before "

reported that thousands of 
Americans were dumping their 
dollars for other currencies 
across the continent

POW Flies 
Back Home 


San Francisco fUPD — The 


25-year-old mystery civilian 
prisoner of war who remained in 
Saigon after his release from the 
Viet Cong flew home alone 
Thursday after a meeting with 
his Vietnamese girl friend. 


Richard Waldhaus. 25. of 


Pittsburg, Calif., who was listed 
as a civilian student when he was 
captured in South Vietnam by 
the Viet Cong Feb. 4. 1969. was 
expected to arrive here aboard a 
Pan American World Airways 
flight. 


Diplomatic sources said 


Waldhaus. a former Army 
medic, met the unidentified girl 
while serving in Binh Duong 
Province just north of Saigon. 
After he left the Army he 
returned on his own to South 
Vietnam as a civilian to find her. 
Somewhere along the line, he 
was captured. 


Wednesday, two days after his 


release, Waldhaus left the U S. 
Army's 3rd Field Hospital on the 
outskirts of Saigon to look for 
her 
The Army provided a 


helicopter and Waldhaus found 
his girl's old village, but not her. 
the sources reported. 


Waldhaus returned to Saigon 


and the girl unexpectedly turned 
up at "the 3rd Field Hospital 
Thursday She and Waldhaus 
met privately, the sources said, 
and he later left The girl stayed 
behind. 
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Although he played a frail, 


self-conscious man in motion 
pictures and television, off 
screen Cox was a physical fitness 
enthusiast and a natural come- 
dian. 


Peter Marshall, host of "The 


Hollywood Squares." said he 
was shocked at his friend's 
death. 


Cox was one of the original 


members of the NBC game show

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


FBI is investigating 
whether 


whoever left behind a tiny 
transmitter was really trying to 
bug the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 


The committee's people frank- 


ly doubted it. The FBI wasn't 
talking. 


Chairman Thomas E. (Doc) 


Morgan, D-Pa., said Thursday 
the "sophisticated transmitter 
with self-contained microphone 
and batteries" the size of a pack 
of cigarettes was found lying 
openly on top of a table in the 
committee's main hearing room 


Monday morning 


A staff member saidxthe gray 


metallk transmitter had no tape 
or other evidence of having once 
been hidden under a table or 
chair when an aide walked past 
the table Monday and saw it 
lying there. 


But he said the entire in- 


vestigation had been turned over 
to the FBI and he could not be 
sure a janitor, for example, had 
not jostled it from a hiding place 
and put it on the table. 


Rep. Paul Findley, R-I11., a 


committee member, said he had 
been trying for years to open up 


all of its meetings for the public 
to hear.. 


"Now, with, the. discovery of 


this bugging device," Findley 
said, "it seems as if many of our 
hearings may have been more 
open than we thought." 


The committee said the only 


closed Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee meeting scheduled so far 
is an organizational one next 
Tuesday—although it said some 
Nixon administration 
officials 


may brief the committee in 
closed sessions later. 


Chairman Morgan's statement 


said the committee at first 


assumed the device was a 
"bellboy" left behind by one of 
the officials accompanying 
Secretary of State William P.' 
Rogers in the hearing room last 
Thursday. 


Morgan said he turned the in- 


vestigation over to the FBI when 
the State Department looked the 
device over and said it was not a 
"bellboy" used to call people to 
telephones, but an electronic 
transmitter. 


Morgan said the FBI spent all 


day Wednesday inspecting the 
Foreign Affairs Committee's 
rooms but found no bugging 
devices. 
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Invitation Taken Too Literally

Congress Asked For 27 Actions 


Washington (UPI) — Presi- 


dent Nixon asked Congress 
Thursday for 27 environmental 
or natural resources actions, in- 
cluding the first federal control 
ever over the nation's supply of 
drinking water. 


His requests range from a 


state-enforced program to 
restore strip-mined land, to an 
attempt to modify the weather 
to reduce danger from storms-to 
life and property 


The lengthy message also 


dealt with the administration's 
farm proposals, in line with 
Nixon's decision to treat the 


farm industry as a natural 
resource. There will be no 
specific farm bill this year, 
Nixon said, but the administra- 
tion will work with Congress to 
try to eliminate farm subsidies 
for other than holding land out 
of production. 


In his message to Congress, 


Nixon reintroduced 19 pieces of 
legislation which did not pass 
during the last session and added 
eight others — five of them 
legislative proposals and three of 
them requests for ratification of 
treaties dealing with the preser- 
vation of historic sites, dumping 


9-Doy-Old Baby Given 
Electronic Pacemaker 


Kansas City (API — A 9-day- 


old bov has been given a new 
lease on life at Children's Mercy 
Hospital here with the installa- 
tion of an electronic pacemaker 
for his abnormally-beating heart 


Doctors say such pacemakers 


are not unusual in older patients 
and are sometimes implanted in 
children a year old. 


But Dr Thomas M Holder, 


the pediatnc heart surgeon who 
operated on the baby, explained 
it is extremely rare for a new- 
born to develop congestive heart 
failure and thus it is just as rare 
for a pacemaker to be implanted 
in a 9-day-old child 


Not The First 


"We certainly aren't the first 


to perform this procedure." Dr. 
Holder said "But it is unusual 
tor a child to be suffering trom 
this condition at thi.s early age " 


Congestive heart failure is the 


inability of the heart to effective- 
ly contract and pump blood. The 
infant, who was not identified, 
was registering only 30 heart 
beats a minute before the sur- 
gery. 


Dr. Holder said heart- 


stimulating drugs were first used 
on the baby. Then, an external 
pacemaker was placed outside 
his chest to electrically stimulate 
the heart. Both methods failed. 


Finally, the pacemaker was in- 


serted. 


Smaller Model 


The baby's pacemaker is 


smaller than those used in adults 
and contains only two batteries. 
Adult models contain four 
batteries, he said. 


Dr. Holder explained the chest 


wall is opened to expose the 
heart and a thin wire is passed 
into one of the heart chambers. 
The battery pack is placed under 
the skin of the abdomen to send 
the electric impulses through the 
wire to the heart muscle. 


Dr. Holder said the wire 


carrying the electric impulse will 
"play out" and the wire will 


have to be extended or replaced 
as the child grows. 


He said the infant will have to 


be examined periodically and 
will undergo a change of 
batteries about every two years. 
This would involve opening the 
skin over the battery pack. 


Dr Holder said the infant had 


experienced no difficulties since 
the surgery and was to be 
released 


in the oceans, and marine pollu- 
tion control 


Among the proposals is a 


request that the big highway 
trust fund — which consists of 
road-building money from gas- 
oline taxes — be used to help 
build urban mass transit 
systems. Train said Nixon rated 
that idea one of the highest 
priorities for action this year by 
congress. 


Here are some of the major 


proposals in Nixon's message: 


—The states would enforce 


federal standards to make sure 
that drinking water is healthy. 
Current federal law is limited to 
dealing only with water in in- 
terstate commerce. Water 
suppliers would have to notify 
their customers when health 
standards have not been met. 


—The states would enforce 


federal standards on strip 
mining, to make sure that land 
from which coal is removed 
would be returned to its 
"original contours." 


—The National Oceanic and

Administration 


(NOAA) would oversee and coor- 
dinate weather 
modification 


programs 


—A tax would be levied on in- 


dustries which pollute the air 
with sulphur oxides — usually 
the result of burning high- 
sulphur coal. 


—New programs to head off 


soil erosion which causes a 
massive amount of water pollu- 
tion. 


—A program to set a national 


land-use policy so that state and 
local governments can make the 
best use of the remaining un- 
developed land in the nation. 


—Establishment of wilderness 


areas in the eastern part of the 
United States so that open land 
in that part of the country will be 
preserved for a great majority of 
the people. 


—The establishment of a 


national freshwater preserve in 
Florida's Big Cypress Swamp. 


—Legislation to make the 


killing of an animal on the en- 
dangered species list a federal 
offense. 


—Continuation and expansion 


of the system of wild and scenic 
rivers 


Railroad 
Merger 
Urged 


Washington (UPI) — Seeking 


to streamline the nation's 
splintered rail network, an 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion official Friday urged con- 
solidation of all railroads west of 
the Mississippi River into four 
major lines. 


About one dozen small 


railroads would be taken over by 
four large railroads — the 
Burlington Northern, Union 
Pacific, Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fe — under a proposal by 
ICC Administrative Law Judge 
Nathan Klitenic. 


Klitenic's plan to redraw the 


U.S. Railroad network was r .;- 
tained in the third and final 
volume of a 1,398-page report on 
the proposed merger of the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railroad into the Southern 
Pacific. 


Under Klitenic's proposal, the 


Union Pacific would get part of 
the Rock Island, the Southern 
Pacific, and the Chicago and 
North Western. 


The Southern Pacific would 


get part of the St. Louis 
Southwestern, the Kansas City 
Southern, 
Missouri-Kansas- 


Texas, Louisiana & Arkansas and 
the Texas & Pacific Railroads. 


The Santa Fe would take part 


of the Rock Island, the Missouri 
Pacific, Texas & Pacific. Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, Southern 
Pacific, Western Pacific, and the 
Denver & Rio Grande Railroads. 


The Burlington Northern 


would get parts of the Colorado 
and Southern, the Rock Island, 
and the Fort Worth & Denver 
Railroad. 


If the smaller railroads agreed 


to consolidate with the bigger 
railroads, the mergers would be 
"a most important step toward 
the ultimate resolution of the 
basic problems that have 
plagued the industry for over a 
half century," Klitenic said. 


He argued that shrinking of 


the rail system would "be a 
giant step forward" toward set- 
ting up a "highly efficient coast- 
to-coast rail system" with each 
remaining railroad "completely 
competitive 
and 
financial 


strong." 


The ICC does not have the 


power to force the Western 
railroads to join in the mass con- 
solidation. Each railroad would 
have to enter into negotiations, 
and any agreement must be 
presented to the ICC for ap- 
proval. 
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Wholesale Prices Jump 


Washington (AP) - Wholesale 


prices went up sharply in 
January for the second straight 
month, the government said 
Thursday, with the price of food 
leading the increases. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


reported that the wholesale 
price index rose 1.3% on an un- 
adjusted basis last month and 
1.1% on a seasonally adjusted 
basis. Although the rise was 
smaller than that of December, 
it was still a big jump in prices at 
the wholesale level. 


The bureau said that prices of 


farm products and processed 
foods went up by 3.3%. Adjusted 
for seasonal variations, the BLS 
figured this increase at 2.9^. 


Significant Rises 


The bureau noted significant 


price rises for meats, fresh 
vegetables, eggs and processed 
poultry. 


Also, there were big rises in 


such farm products as livestock, 
live poultry plant and animal 
fibers, milk and wheat. 


The report presaged price in- 


creases in these items at the 
retail level. 


The BLS blamed the January 


increase in food prices on the 
impact of severe Weather and 
strong export demand. 


Annual Rate Of 96.2% 


During the six months that 


ended in January, wholesale 
prices of farm products and 
processed foods and feeds went 
up at an annual rate of 26.2%. In 
the last three months ending in 
January, they have gone up.at an 
annual rate of 45.1%, the report 
said. 


During the period of wage and 


price controls, food prices at the 
wholesale level rose by 16.4%, 
the BLS added.

It occurs to this writer that he has noticed of late more 


criticism than usual of various aspects of our national life. As 
one looks at such criticism, he searches for those specifics 
which lend an argument validity, that give it meaning 
beyond the philosophical and often finds them hidden from 
view 


Additionally, it is not right that we constantly look at 


what is wrong and never stop to think about that which is 
right with the nation and its people. In two areas, it seems, is 
the nation frequently held up to ridicule—the moral stan- 
dards of the people and their value system. 


Quite properly, the two are very interrelated and cover 


such things as crime, drug abuse, divorce, abortions, dis- 
crimination, poverty, etc. By way of values, we look critical- 
ly upon financial gain and equate this with environmental 
pollution 


A host of other matters comes into the picture. A promi- 


nent one is the automobile and the problems that it has given 
society. You can go on from there to find an indictment of 
just about every physical aspect of modern life. 


Some of the criticisms that are heard in these areas are 


certainly valid and it is folly for any people ever to sit back 
and assume that they have reached a pinnacle from which no 
further progress should be expected. 


It is absolutely true that, whatever we have done as a 


society in the past, we have an opportunity and a respon- 
sibility to improve things in the future. And only a fool 
would say that, as a nation, we have no serious challenges in 
our national life. 


But we ought also to examine the entire picture. Divorce 


and abortion, for instance, are not what we would call points 
of pride in our society but do they serve as a wholesale in- 
dictment of our moral standards? 


* 
Are there really any elements of moral decay within our 


society that serve to indict us as a whole? Not so. we believe, 
if you take a look at the other side of the coin. 


It is wrong to state that family life in this nation has 


been sold down the river. It is wrong to imply that young 
people generally have taken to booze and/or pills. It is in 
error to claim that, as a people, we have ignored the plight of 
underprivileged and that we have sacrificed all compassion, 
kindness and generosity on the altar of the almighty dollar. 


To realize the truth of this, all you have to do is look 


around. Family life in this nation is as strong as it has ever 
been — witness the nearly lOO^c of wives who have patiently 
and prayerfully waited to be reunited with their returning 
prisoner-of-war husbands. 


Witness the overwhelming numbers of people in 


neighborhoods throughout the nation who are leading con- 
structive lives and seeking to perpetuate through their 
children a continuing respect for human values and in- 
dividual dignity.

And witness the efforts that have been made in so many 


areas of social welfare that no one could possibly name them 
all. In education, health care, housing, employment and 
even in the fundamentals of food and clothing, we have 
honestly sought as a people to upgrade the standard of living 
for everyone. 


To be sure, we have not succeeded in all efforts but we 


have not ignored our responsibilities. And has our pursuit of 
financial security as it might be defined today been an evil 
thing? 


Is it really evil that we can travel by car rather than by 


horseback, that we can put our clothes in a machine for 
washing rather than beating them on a rock in a stream, that 
we can drink pasturized rather than raw or natural milk0 


Yes, we do have a long way to go but we also have come a 
long way already.

Mobile-Home Living 
Praised, Condemned 


WASHINGTON - Fifty years 


ago an enterprising Virginian in- 
stalled some cots and a gas stove 
in his battered old Studebaker 
and took up residence along the 
highways of the Eastern 
Seaboard. Before 
long, a 


growing army of highway 
nomads advanced to trailers and 
then, m the fifties, to mobile 
homes No longer the symbol of 
a transient subculture, mobile 
homes now constitute the only 
kind ol housing that many 
families of moderate income can 
afford 


"The mobile-home industry1 


has now grown so large that it 
can no longer be ignored," 
President Nixon declared in 
1970. That year the new census 
revealed that the number of 
households in mobile homes had 
nearly tripled in the previous 
decade, from 767,000 in 1960 to 
2.073,000 in 1970. The booming 
"home-on-wheels" industry now 
produces almost all housing in 
the country selling for less than 
$15.000. 


The census reported that 


mobile homes were especially 
popular among young families 
who could not yet afford down- 
payments on conventional 
houses A government survey in 
1967 showed that while most 
mobile-home buyers have in- 
comes above the official poverty 
lino, many are in the $4.000- 
$8.000-a-year range 


Now that the mobile-home in- 


dustry has "come of age." as the 
Mobile Home Manufacturing 
Association proclaimed in 1971. 
it can expect persistent attacks 
from environmentalists and 
sociologists, as well as from local 
groups who see "trailers" as a 


blight on their communities. 
Richard J Margolis. a critic of 
the industry, estimates that at 
least one-half of all mobile 
homes produced between I960 
and 1970 already have been 
scrapped, and he concludes that 
they are "peculiarly disposable, 
a new kind of shelter designed to 
be consumed 
rather than 


enhanced or improved." 


Margolis predicts: "Our 


landscape will soon be groaning 
b e n e a t h 
m o b i l e - h o m e 


graveyards of an ugliness beyond 
surmise." But Ronald Jones, a 
spokesman for the industry's 
trade association, argues that the 
market for used mobile homes 
proves their durability and 
appeal. As a result of the 
government's recently an- 
nounced freeze on low-income 
housing programs, 
Jones 


suggests, more poor families 
mav turn to used mobile homes. 


"The housing issue is going to 


be in the seventies what the auto 
issue was in the sixties." 
predicts 
consumer 
advocate 


Ralph Nader. If so, mobile-home 
safety is likely to be of major 
concern. Several studies have 
shown that fires cause more 
fatalities and property damage 
in mobile homes than in conven- 
tional houses. The former also 
are more vulnerable to damage 
from high winds 


The Housing Act of 1968 set a 


national goal of 26 million new 
homes by 1978. of which six 
million were to be low-cost 
dwellings Many officials now 
believe that the goal can be 
reached only through increased 
use of "industrialized" housing 
- that is. mobile and modular 
homes.

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Deterrent Or Not? 


As the debate over the death penalty waxes tain crimes in terms consistent with the court edict 


furiously across the nation following last year's is now being debated by state legislatures in the 
Supreme Court decision that ruled capital purnish- U.S.. the Nebraska L'nicameral among them 
ment unconstitutional, it is interesting to note a 
study on the subject coming out of Canada. 


Commissioned by the Canadian government, 


the study found that the recent increase in the 
number of murders in Canada was not the result of 
the elimination of capital punishment five years 
ago. "Nothing emerges from the study of trends in 
violent crimes in Canada that would support or 
even suggest the proposition that the suspension of 
capital punishment has caused an increase in the 
homicide rate." said the final report of the study. 
"In deciding the question of re-introduction of 
capital punishment." the report said, 
"re- 


introduction (cannot & so forth) cannot be justified 
on the argument that it is a more effective 
deterrent to potential killers than the alternative of 
protracted imprisonment." And drawing on data 
from the U.S.. the Canadian study said "empirical 
data does not lend support to the argument that 
capital punishment offers superior protection to 
policemen, prison guards or inmates." 


Re-introduction of the death penalty for cer- 


It's unlikely that the Canadian study, which 


echoes the opinions of numerous penologists and 
social scientists, will have much impact on those 
states which have traditionally maintained a 
hidebound reliance on the revenge concept of 
punishment 


Moral arguments and empirical data are 


brushed away by many legislators who mask their 
— and their constituents' — less humane instincts 
and their need to grab hold of a politically popular 
issue behind the deterrence argument, the argu- 
ment that capital punishment deters potential 
killers is being shot full of holes, but at the same 
time, tragically, the argument that in a civilized 
society, the state should not take the life of one of 
its subjects, is laughable to perhaps a majority of 
the population. 


In this regard, it's also interesting to note that 


the Soviet Union today ranks No. 1 among in- 
dustrialized nations when it comes to executions. 
Of course, in the Soviet Union, the state isn't mere- 
ly playing God. it IS God.

Serious Stewardship 


Talking about goals and objec- 


tives for programs in carpet- 
laying, roof repair or window 
replacement may not be the 
most exciting aspect of public 
life, but it does indicate the ef- 
fort being made in the Lincoln 
public schools to attempt to 
achieve 
a 
h i g h - q u a l i t y 


stewardship of the tax dollar. 


Those were some of the 


programs approved earlier this 
week by the Lincoln Board of 
Education, when the board 
adopted facility maintenance 
and improvement goals for 1973. 


The goals are set into a 


"program-budgeting" format, a 
concept which amounts to a 
relatively new way to decide 
how to spend money in the 
future — which means deciding 
what's most important, exactly 
what needs to be done, and 
which priorities should be put 
first. 


Under a 
program-budgeting 


concept, one generally starts by 
determining what results ought 
to be achieved. Those results 
become the goals. Objectives are 
then determined in more detail 
to decide how to reach the goals, 
and programs are built to fit the 
objectives. Finally, it's all put 
into a time frame, priorities are 
set and. if it's done fully, an 
evaluation technique is devised 
to see if the objectives have been 
met. 


That process is sometimes 


called PPBES. for program 
planning, budgeting, evaluation 
system. 


Program budgeting is very 


new in public institutions, and it 
rode into schools on the accoun- 
tability trend. 


The cry for accountability has 


said that public institutions 
ought to be better stewards of 
the tax dollar. And one good way 
to do that is to make sure that 
the people who operate in the in- 
stitution understand what they 
should be doing, how they 
should go about it. and how to 
tell if they are successful 


In the Lincoln public schools. 


each building is rated according 
to an adequacy score, and the 
higher the score, the better the 
shape of the building. 


Thus, the goal for the facilities 


improvement program says: "It 
is the goal of the district to con- 
tinuously upgrade facilities to 
better meet the instructional 
needs of students but within the 
limitations of a four-mill tax 
levy. When measured annually 
by a facility adequacy score 
sheet, the building average score 
will increase." 


Thus, the goal says facilities 


must be improved, but sets a 
limit on the money to be spent 
— the four-mill levy permitted 
for construction purposes. That 
says that no further bond issues 
are envisioned to accomplish the 
goal. 


And. as a measure to see if the 


program is working, the goal 
says the average adequacy score 
should keep going up. 


The goal is followed by a 


program statement and an out- 
line of subprograms, as in ceiling 
improvement, carpetr «, and 
television capability. 


And the priorities are listed: 
—immediate needs for new 


construction to house students 
because of growth or population 
shift. 


—remodeling to facilitate 


program change. 


— remodeling based on 


analysis as determined by 
adequacy score.

p r o g r a m 
for 
p l a n t 


maintenance calls for a 
systematic maintenance plan, 
based on an annual cost, and 
with the goal of seeing that 
maintenance considerations are 
coordinated 
with facility im- 


provements. 


Goals, programs and priorities 


are then set for each of the sub- 
programs 
under 
maintenance 


and under facility improvement. 


Program

being made in the schools to set 
goals, programs, priorities and 
evaluation techniques in the 
academic areas. 


Each of the school district's 


consultants (academic program 
experts) has been given the task 
of setting his program goals into 
the program-budgeting format, 
as well. 


And at recent school board 


meetings, the various con- 
sultants have been appearing 
one at a time to show the board 
their work. 


At this week's meeting, the in- 


dustrial education consultant 
distributed a 39-page document 
that set out the goals for in- 
dustrial ed and then gave the 
assessment objectives for the 
junior high program. 


Some of the assessment objec- 


tives are relatively simple, but 
others show the effort to which 
the schools are going to attempt 
to measure what they're doing. 


For example, one assessment 


objective in graphic arts says: 
"By the end of the unit on letter 
press, 90'i of the strdents will 
be able to set type in the upper 
case with We accuracy." 


That's pretty detailed, and it 


shows the extent to which the 
schools are willing to go to es- 
tablish known methods for 
measuring their progress 


The program budgeting effort 


is a long process, and a com- 
plicated one. but in the end. it 
should tell teachers more about 
how they are doing and give the 
public assurance that the schools 
know how tax money is being 
spent and whether it's worth it 


It s also another indication 


that the Lincoln public schools 
take their public stewardship 
task seriously.

Aftermath Of An Arrest 


WASHINGTON - The jailing 


of my friend and associate. Les 
Whitten, has taught me a lesson 
about America. 


He was arrested in the act of 


reporting a news event. His con- 
stitutional rights were violated 
by FBI agents who had sworn to 
uphold the Constitution. His 
notes were ripped from his 
hands and he was stopped from 
writing a story that would have 
embarrassed the FBI. 


For he had found the Broken 


Treaties Papers that the Indians 
stripped from government files 
and carted out of Washington 
right under the eyes of the FBI. 
He had inspected thousands of 
the documents and had 
extracted the news from them 
while the FBI scoured the coun- 
try in vain for them. 


Then, as the final indignity, 


Whitten had showed up to 
witness the return of the first big 
batch of documents. Frustrated 
FBI agents, helpless to stop the 
theft or to locate the stolen 
papers, swooped down on Indian 
leader Hank Adams before he 
could deliver the documents the 
last few blocks to the govern- 
ment. Whitten was present to 
report the news. 


He was expected. The FBI had 


been emboldened, we now 
know, bv word from the White 


House to make a case against us. 
For the White House also didn't 
like what he had been writing. 
Our real crime, in other words, 
was to dig out stories that made 
the government look bad. Make 
no mistake about it. That's the 
only reason Les Whitten was 
arrested. 


I was outraged, of course. 


Then some heartening things 
began to happen. Senator Ed 
Muskie, D-Me.. detached 
his 


Lincolnesque frame from his 
desk and rose slowly on the 
Senate floor. Only last year, we 
had obtained documents from 
his own private files and had 
published some embarrassing 
extracts. But there was Muskie 
standing tall in the Senate, 
defending our right to do so. 
Said Muskie of the Whitten 
arrest "The administration has 
opened up a new front in its 
campaign against the First 
Amendment." 


Another legislator who has felt 


the prick of our needle, Rep. 
Pete McCloskey. R-Calif . 
phoned us tor details of the 
arrest. He said he will seek a 
probe of FBI activities. 


Representatives Lloyd Meeds, 


D-Wash.. chairman of the House 
Indian Affairs subcommittee, in- 
vited us testify on what we have 


learned about the government's 
mistreatment of Indians. 


The moment Rep. Ogden 


Reid, D-N.Y.. heard of the 
arrest, he phonedWhitten's wife. 
Phyllis 
Representative Fred 


Rooney. D-Pa.. didn't hear 
about it until later. Then he put 
in an immediate call to the D.C. 
jail and offered to stand personal 
bond if necessary. Senator Jim 
Abourezk. D-S.D.. also made in- 
quiries in behalf of both Whitten 
and Adams. 


In the Maryland legislature, 


Charles Docter offered a joint 
resolution 
saying the arrest 


"smacks of harassment of 
newspaper reporters and cen- 
sorship of news, which cannot be 
tolerated in a democratic 
society." 


The outpouring of editorial 


support was also overwhelming. 
"Mr. Whitten and Mr. Anderson 
are being punished for revealing 
the contents of the papers — not 
for possessing and concealing 
them," editorialized the 
Nashville Tennessean. "If the 
reporters had concealed the con- 
tents instead of writing about 
them, it is likely no arrest would 
have been made." 


Voiced the Buffalo Courier 


Express "This brazen attempt 
to intimidate reporters by arrest. 


public humiliation and jailing is 
a frontal assault on investigative 
reporting which, if successful, 
could mean that no news about 
the operation 
of government 


would ever be printed unless 
government officials wanted it 
to be." 


"Actually." wrote the Reading 


Times, "the 
(Indian) papers 


were paid for by the taxpayers 
and should have been made 
public long ago. One thing we 
are sure of, we haven't heard the 
end of this arrest. Those who 
know Jack Anderson know he's 
not one to back off from a fight, 
whether it's with the FBI or 
ITT." 


But perhaps most gratifying of 


all was the flood of letters from 
everyday Americans 
who 


pledged their support. They 
ranged from a conservationist 
executive who sent Whitten a 
coconut cake with a file sticking 
out, to a hard-headed New York 
businessman who wrote 
simply: "I just learned of your 
unfortunate situation with the 
government and wanted to lend 
you some support." 


Yes, Whitten's experience has 


strengthened, not shaken, my 
faith in America.

U.S. Sen. Robert Taft of Ohio 


said here Thursday that 
American political parties are in 
"great need for review, realign- 
ment and renewal." 


In an evening speech to a 


small University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln audience, Taft suggested 
that political parties must es- 
tablish broader bases while not 
"selling out" to any one pressure 
group. 


Taft also said he will continue 


to push for party reform in 
Congress and in Ohio, where he 
serves on the state Republican 
central committee, and he said 
the presidential parties should 
be reformed to make presiden- 
tial campaigns more effective. 


Various Parties 


Taft began his speech with a 


rundown on the various "par- 
ties" within the major political 
parties 


Those parties run from the 


grassroots organizations to the 
state parties to the presidential 
and congressional parties 


He said he's been interested in 


reform of the congressional par- 
ties because he believes the 


responsibilities for legislative 
programs must rest with the 
elected leaders of the party in 
power. 


With congressional com* 


mittees in the hands of chairmen 
put there through a seniority 
system, however, failure of 
political leadership too often 
results from personalities rather 
than 
from the parties 


themselves. 


Man Responsible 


Thus, he said, because Rep. 


Wilbur Mills dominates the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, failure to enact 
meaningful tax reform rests with 
Mills himself and not with the 
Democratic Party. 


Similar situations hold in the 


Republican Party, said Taft. 


"The parties are kiot responsi- 


ble as parties," he said. 
"Congressional 
parties need 


great strengthening." 


In the last national election, he 


said, the President appeared to 
receive a vote of confidence, 
while "the Congress received a 
vote of no-confidence" as many 
longtime congressmen were 
defeated.

resources a candidate can go into 
one state and do well enough to 
launch a national campaign, as 
McGovern did." 


A national campaign, he said, 


would "make candidates closely 
tied to big business and big 
labor." 


"It would replace hard issues 


with beautiful faces," he 
suggested. 


He did propose, however, that 


the period for presidential cam- 
paigning be shortened, and he 


suggested spending limits could 
be imposed as long as they 
weren't so strict as to insure in- 
cumbents of re-election. 


Earlier, at a news conference, 


he also said he would support 
requiring presidential and vice 
presidential candidates to run as 
teams in state primary elections.

Oldtime Steam 
Train Planned 


North Platte (AP) — Nebraska 


Midland Railroad Co. has an- 
nounced plans to operate a 
narrow-gauge, steam engine- 
pulled tourist railroad near 
Scout's Rest Ranch, former 
home of "Buffalo Bill" Cody, 
beginning in June. 


The North Platte-based cor- 


poration, headed by local truck 
stop operator James Conley, has 
purchased a steam locomotive 
from Black Hills Central 
Railroad in South Dakota, along 
with seven 1890s vintage cars, in- 
cluding a drovers' caboose, two 
cattle cars and four gondolas. 


Four of the cars will be

Strong State Stance

Nebraska can corner one-third 


of the new cattle feeding in- 
dustry expected to develop by 
1980, predicted the chairman of 
the University of Nebraska 
Animal Science department at a 
conference here Thursday 


"Nebraska has the feed supply 


today to more than double its 
cattle feeding enterprise," Dr. 
Prank H. Baker said at the 
Livestock Waste Management 
System Design Conference for 
engineers. This feed supply can 
attract new cattle feeding 
operations to Nebraska. 


About 7 million more fed cat- 


tle will be needed to meet con- 
sumers' demands in 1980. and 
Nebraska's share can be over 2 
million head, according to 
Baker. 


Expansion is in sight for the 


pork industry too. By 1980. 
Baker said, the nation will need 
30r; more pork. Nebraska has 
expanded its pork production 
40 
<T; in the last decade while the 


eastern Corn Belt has decreased 
production, he painted out.

Investment in land 
and irrigation development will 
be necessary to produce more 
grain, even though the state isn't 
using all the grain it produces 
now, he declared. 


Feed supply for the expanded 


cow herd can come from 
development of irrigated pasture 
on 14 million acres in the 
Sandhills, Baker said. Also, 
residues from corn and sorghum 
can support 2 to 3 million cows, 
he estimated.

Jasper Jr., 15. 


The defense offered a case in- 


volving a juvenile in which the 
Indiana Supreme Court ruled 
recently that the youth must 
receive counsel from his parents 
or a proper authority before 
waiving his constitutional rights 
regarding statements to police. 


To further back up their con- 


tentions, the defense asked 
clinical psychologist Philip 
McLeod to testify on a standard 
verbal intelligence test ad- 
ministered to Jasper. McLeod 


told the court Jasper scored in 
the three percentile, which 
means 97% of those in his age 
group who took the test scored 
higher. 


The defense also contends that 


it is unconstitutional to let the 
county attorney make the deci- 
sion as to whether a case in- 
volving youths should be tried in 
Juvenile Court or District Court. 


•County Atty. Donald Knowles 


testified that one of the major 
considerations is the gravity of 
the offense. 


Birth Control Services Emphasized 


Omaha (AP) — Birth-control 


services for welfare recipients 
soon will be given increased 
emphasis here, Douglas County 
Welfare Director Michael 
Healey said Thursday. 


He said the action is being 


taken to comply with new 
federal guidelines requiring all 
state and county welfare 
departments to offer family 
planning services to "current, 
former and potential" Aid to 
Dependent Children recipients. 


The federal government also is 


increasing its funding for family 
planning from 75% to 90%. 
Healey said, adding that all other 


social services" provided by the 
department will continue to 
receive 75% funding 


Actual assistance money to 


welfare recipients will continue 
to be 50% federally funded. 


Healey said the department 


has provided family planning 
services in the past, but more ef- 
fort will be made so welfare 
recipients are aware of the ser- 
vices. A family planning unit of 
about 16 caseworkers will be 
organized for the purpose. They 
will be trained in birth-control 
counseling and will refer persons 
to medical clinics where 
examinations and contraceptive 
devices would be paid for by 
Medicaid. 


For the first time, Healey said, 


welfare departments face a 
penalty from the government in 
reduced funding for other ser- 
vices for failure to offer family 
planning services. 


A welfare 
department 


spokesman said it was not 
known what criteria the federal 
government will use in deter- 
mining whether a welfare office 
is providing adequate services. 


but he assumed one standard 
will be a decrease in illegitimate 
births amont welfare recipients. 


Healey said, however, that 


birth control will not be forced 
on anyone. 


The Douglas County office 


expects to begin increased ef- 
forts by mid-March, Healey said, 
adding, however, that the 
department still is awaiting 
federal clarification of 
guidelines.

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School Board Negotiators Offer 4.5% Hike 


Brezhnev Meets Dr. A. Hammer

Lincoln Board of Education 


negotiators Thursday offered the 
Lincoln Education Association 
bargaining team a 1973-74 com- 
pensation package which would 
provide teachers with an overall 
4.5% 
increase, including both 


wages and fringe benefits. 


Most of the increase would be 


in the form of wages, since the 
only additional fringe benefit 
offered was another $1 a month 
contribution to health insurance 
premiums. 


The LEA team has already 


asked for an increase which 
would average 8.3% in wages, 
plus a number of increases or ad- 
ditions in fringe benefits. 


Hike Of 11% 


The total LEA package, accor- 


ding to estimates by members of 
the school board's negotiating 
team, could amount to a wage 
and fringe benefit hike of more 
than 11%. 


The school board team's plan, 


as submitted Thursday in the se- 
cond negotiating session in this 
year's round, was based on a 
salary increase of $150 per 
teacher, plus the amount of in- 
crease that would go to all 
teachers for another year of 
experience 


The actual dollar increase for 


individual teachers would vary 
from $150 to $570, according to a 
salary schedule provided by 
members of the board's team. 


For teachers who have not yet 


reached the top of the pay scales 
for experience, the individual in- 
creases would be no less than 
$445. 


One Benefit 


Although the LEA has asked 


for a number of fringe benefit 
improvements, the only ad- 
ditional benefit offered by the 
board's negotiators Thursday 
was the extra $1 per month con- 
tribution toward health in- 
surance premiums. 


The school district contribu- 


tion this year is $13.50 per 
month. The board team said it 
would be willing to agree to 
$14.50. 


The LEA, on the other hand, 


has ask d for the school district 
to pay the full family coverage, 
which is $39.70 per month this 
year. 


The school board team ap- 


parently rejected a number of 
other fringe benefit requests, in- 
cluding doubling the amount of 
the death benefit and adding in- 
come protection and payment of 
accumulated sick leave. 


The board team did, however. 


say that it agrees that teachers 
who are victims of willful assault 
by students in the teachers' line 
of duty should not lose sick 
benefits as a result. 


Insurance Asked 


The LEA has asked for some 


kind of personal property and 
personal assault insurance. 


Accompanying the school 


board proposal Thursday was a 
list of average teacher salaries in 
10 selected districts in the state, 
showing that Lincoln teachers 
rank second in average pay. 


The school board team also: 
—asked that no stalemate in 


this year's negotiations be 


declared unless school boar- 
members and LEA members 
themselves have a chance to vote 
on it. The effect would be to 
bypass both negotiating teams in 
the case the two couldn't reach 
agreement and attempt to avoid 
a lengthy fact-finding procress. 


—asked for creation of a joint 


task force to report by next Jan. 
1 on suggestions for simplifying 
the salary schedules and 
providing ft. .me form of in- 
centive or pe... rmance pay. 


—suggested teachers could 


work 188 instead of 190 contract 
days next year if they chose not 
to be paid for two staff develop- 
ment days.

Pianist Displays Old Romantic Style

Playing Thursday evening in 


Kimball Recital Hall, pianist 
Gina Bachauer conveyed to the 
audience a sense of total 
pianistic style. 


She is the bearer of a power- 


ful, old, mostly romantic Euro- 
pean tradition of pianism. 
Perhaps for this reason she is 
better known and more widely 
honored in Europe than in 
America, which is less familiar 
with the stylistic tradition she 
has inherited. 


Miss Bachauer's program 


opened with Mozart's Sonata in 
F major, K. 332. This piece was 
played in a smooth, legato, most- 


ly romantic style with rather 
more use of pedal than contem- 
porary audiences are used to: 
the first movement was per- 
formed without a repeat of the 
exposition, and the last move- 
ment with some unclassic 
variations 
of 
tempo. 


Nevertheless the restrained, 
elegant style of Mozart was well 
conveyed by her performance. 


Miss Bachauer seemed most 


at home in the second piece of 
the evening. Schubert's great B- 
flat sonata. Opus Posthumous. 
This large, lovely, loose-jointed 
work, crammed full of beautiful 
melodies, was played tenderly, 
gently, lovingly, in an interpreta- 


tion that was redolent with senti- 
ment and grace. Her deliberate 
tempos allowed the listener to 
savor each melody, while yet 
remaining aware of the architec- 
ture of the piece, and the rela- 
tion of the parts to one another. 


The final piece of the evening 


was Moussorgsky's "Pictures at 
an Exhibition," a piece calling 
for a more bravura interpreta- 
tion. Though bravura might 
seem foreign to Miss Bachauer's 
style of playing, she played the 
piece very well. The "Bydlo" 
rose to a very powerful high 
point, the "Hut on Fowls' Legs" 
was played with what seemed to 
be real abandon and excitement.

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That Explosion At The University Is Music

The University of Nebraska is the scene of an 


explosion. 


But its shock waves are musical ones, and its 


sounds are drifting across the state and the region 
in the form of concerts and workshops that have 
rarely been so available to so many 


Although the kinds of performing arts ac- 


tivities emanating from the university are not new 
to either NU or the state, the numbers of 
them—and the quality of the performers in- 
\olved-are enough of a departure to make music 
lo\ers applaud. 


Symphony concerts and solo performances, 


musical festivals and master classes, artists-in- 
residence and art workshops, plays and operas are 
all pieces that fit into a new picture of performing 
arts for students and for the state. 


The reasons for the increasing attention are 


varied. But much of the explosion in the perfor- 
ming arts accompanied, or at least closely 
followed, the arrival in Lincoln of It. B. (Woody} 
Varner as president of the University of Nebraska 


Close Attention 


In his three years in Nebraska. Vamer has paid 


close attention to the arts, an attention he dis- 
played with similar vigor as chancellor of Oakland 
I'niversity in Rochester, Mich., which he left to 
become NU's chief executive officer 


At Oakland, he had provided much of the spark 


that led to establishment of the Meadow Brook 
Festival, the Meadow Brook Theater and the 
Academy of Dramatic Art, all now housed on that 
campus in Paula and Woody Varner Hall named for 
Varner and his wife. 


At NU, his leadership has been most apparent 


in the efforts that led this year to appointment of 
cellist Zara Nelsova and pianist Grant Johannesen 
as artists-in-residence for the university and the 
state, and to establishment of a Lincoln- 
headquartered Mid-America Arts Alliance for four 
midwestern states. 


He's also attracted the funds to appoint to his 


own staff a special assistant for the arts, whose job 
is to see that the arts the university has to offer are 
made available around the state

"The major reason for the upsurge in the per- 


forming arts would be, of course, 
President 


Varner," said John Moran, acting director of the 
UN-Lincoln School of Music and chairman of the 
recently established UNL cultural affairs com- 
mittee. 


Interest Generated 


"Almost simultaneously," noted Moran, "the 


University Friends of the Arts began to generate in- 
terest from others who were supposed to be doing 
things." 


That somewhat informal organization 


generated enough interest to help found a perfor- 
ming artists series on the Lincoln campuses, and 
four outstanding solo performers are visiting the 
campus throughout this academic year 


Other results, tied to increasing interest from a 


number of corners, will bring to the university in 
the spring the first major symphony orchestra to 


appear on the campus in a quarter century. 


The famed Guthrie Theatre from Minneapolis 


will appear in both Lincoln and Omaha in March, 
and the St. Paul (Minn.) Chamber Orchestra spent 
a week in and around Lincoln this fall, both perfor- 
ming and teaching young musicians. 


One of the homegrown examples of the new 


attention to the arts was the early February 
production, in an ambitious effort, of the 
Nebraska-written opera, "Napoleon." 


!n terms of personalities, Moran gives much 


credit to Varner, UNL Chancellor James Zumberge 
and Arts and Sciences Dean Mel George for their 
sympathetic and encouraging stances toward the 
arts. 


Interest Growing 


But he says other pleasing signs are coming 


from faculty members and students generally, who 


are showing a growing interest in fine perfor- 
mances and the kinds of workshops that have ac- 
companied the upsurge. 


For Earner and others, one of the biggest helps 


has been the increasing federal government role in 
financing artistic endeavors through the National 
Endowment for the Arts. 


The endowment has also encouraged the con- 


cept of combining performances with in-residence 
master classes and workshjps. a concept which has 
also played a major role in performing arts plan- 
ning at NU 


And, in Nebraska, the year's performing arts 


events are coming closer to the people not only 
through on-site performances but also through the 
efforts of the state educational television network, 
which is mounting its own ambitious effort to take 
arts to the state via film and tape. 


Still, more remains to be done. 


Nelson Potter, a UNL philosophy professor 


whose interest ted to the formation of the Jniversi- 
ty Friends of the Arts, said he believes more atten- 
tion must be paid to improvement and 
strengthening of the university's "regular course 
offerings." 


Courses Have Lagged 


Moran seconded that, saying the university 


has. in terms of institutional monetary support, 
lagged behind similar institutions in the country. 


"For unknown reasons," he said. "UNL has 


never had a formalized program of earmarked 
funds to sponsor performing arts-they've been 
forced to pay out of the box office." 


That may be changing too, however 


Dean George said he's interested in seeking ad- 


ditional funds for performing arts on the campus, 
and both the student affairs office and the student 
union have been helpful in providing added support 
for the arts. 


Interest is also building on the campus for a 


performing arts center large enough to house 
adequately a symphony or ballet. 


Investigation of the possibility is one of the 


tasks of the cultural affairs committee headed by 
Moran. 


All the university-centered activity has, among 


other things, also made some other art enthusiasts 
in the community and around the state a bit ner- 
vous. 


Some feared that the university might be 


attempting to dominate the arts. 


But Potter, who is president this year of the 


Lincoln Friends of Chamber Music, said the in- 
creased attention on the arts has been welcome. 


He noted the chamber music concerts were 


sold out this year, and he added that the chamber 
group was the one which probably would've "felt 
the competition most strongly." 


"My feeling, from the point of view of the 


Friends of Chamber Music, and also the Communi- 
ty Arts Council, is a real sense of increased activity, 
most centering at the university. 


"So far. everyone is benefiting " 


Varner's Personal Interest Has Boosted UN-L Attention To Arts 


The personal interest of University of 


Nebraska President D.B. Varner has done much to 
boost attention to the arts at NU. 


At the same time, however, Varner believes 


universities are in unique positions to promote ar- 
tistic enterprises. 


"I've become convinced the universities of 


America represent the strongest ally of the arts and 
provide perhaps the most effective base for expan- 
sion of artistic concerns,'' he says 


Woody Varner's record, both from a personal 


standpoint and as a university administrator, has 
been an impressive one when measured against an 
artistic standard. 


He began promoting the arts when he came to 


Nebraska three years ago, and his efforts bore fruit 
in 1972 with two major achievements. 


One was the announcement that two inter- 


nationally renowned artists — Grant Johannesen 
and Zara Nelsova — would become attached to the 
university part-time as artists-in-residence. 


And the other was the formation of a Mid- 


America Alliance for the Arts, a Varner dream- 
child that captured the imagination of the National 
Endowment for the Arts and arts organizations and 
individuals in four midwestern states 


Headquarters Here 


The alliance is headquartered in Lincoln from 


which a small staff is building a regional arts 
program unique in American life 


Both the appointment of the resident artists 


and the formation of the regional alliance were 
tribute.1- to the persuasiveness and hard-driving

commitment to the arts that Varner developed at 
Rochester. Minn., where he was chancellor of 
Oakland University 


Varner says now that it was his arrival at 


Oakland more than 10 years ago which provided the 
first real opportunity for involvement in the arts. 


In the talks that led to establishment of the 


new university, he said, arts became part of a 
"strategy decision on what the university should 
be.' 


'1 became very active in helping to achie\ e the 


institutional goal." he added. 


One of the first achievements was the Meadow 


Brook Festival, named for the wooded estate on 
which Oakland University sits 


Symphony, Ballet 


The festival attracted the Detroit Symphony 


for a series of summer concerts and performances 


by the American Ballet Theatre company and the 
New York Philharmonic 


Oakland paid tribute to the Varners" interest in 


the arts when, in 1971, it named a new performing 
arts center for the former chancellor and his wife. 


His involvement at Oakland, said Varner. 


"gaie me a thorough schooling in some aspects of 
the arts." But he emphasized the word "some." 
anil he added, "I'm always embarrased by my 
limited understanding " 


With a bit of a smile, Varner said, "My own 


personal interest undoubtedly springs from a 
deprived bovhood." 


But he added, with an air of seriousness, that 


his small Texas hometown knew art as a "guitar 
and a washboard." and he said a career that took 
him from Texas A&M to the military and then on to 
agricultural economics and agricultural extension 


"does not suggest a very heavy orientation in the 
arts." 


'Crucial Dimension 


Now. he said, he believes art "represents a 


dimension of life which is crucial and essential " 


"In the talk about the quality of life," he 


added, "the arts form an integral part." 


Varner said universities "have as a part of their 


inherent commitment to be concerned with the 
larger aspects of the quality of life." 


They also have a "geographical base which 


makes them effective vehicles for advancing the 
arts" and can provide "a stable base for the arts 
from an ongoing institution." 


At the same time, he said, "to fulfill their com- 


mitment to society, universities have an obligation 
to provide this service to the community at-large 
and particularly to our student community." 


'Like To Be Partner' 


Admitting he's observed some concern that the 


university may overshadow other ongoing arts 
programs in Lincoln and other parts of the state, 
Varner said he'd "like the university to be a 
partner with other arts groups, or with others in- 
terested in the arts, to advance the total cause." 


"I hope the university can serve as a source of 


added strength in the total effort," he said. 


"I have been told there has not been a major 


symphony on this campus in 25 years. If that is 
true, it must establish some kind of record un- 
equaled for a major university 


"This state has a long tradition in the arts." he 


said, "and real strength in the visual arts 


VARNER . . . arts essential. 


"There are some real fine artistic organizations 


at the community level," he noted. 


"What I am saying is I don't think the universi- 


ty has done as much as it should "

Producers in the marketing 


area delivered 81.6 million 
pounds of approved milk during 
January with a gross value of 
$5.4 million. Average daily 
producer milk deliveries during 
the month were 3% above 
December but 1.5% below 
January "f last year. 


There were 1,739 producers 


delivering to the market during 
January, 72 down from 
December.

This is the quality of silver 
we also call coin silver. Some

are marked "coin," "standard" 
or "premium" and they all mean 
the same. It is rare to find the 
mark "900." 


800 means 800 parts of silver 


out of 1000 This mark is often 
found on Russian and European 
pieces of the 19th-and 20th- 
centunes. 


The standard for the silver 


content of silverware seems to 
depend partly on the custom of 
the country. In America, since 
about 1860, the 925 or sterling 
quality has been the best. In 
England, there is this quality 
plus a higher silver content 
metal using 9584 parts of silver 
out of 10,000. 100 per cent pure 
silver would be too soft.

"We don't really get involved with trying to sign the same 


players as the NBA and ABA," Milton allows. "The NBA is 
looking for size and scoring ability. 


"We look for personality and ball-handling ability. You can 


tell whether a player has personality by the way he responds on 
the court. 


"We can't afford to take a hot-head because there's too 


many days for him to get hot." 


The Globetrotters play virtually every night. For instance 


Wednesday night, they're in Omaha, Thursday in Lincoln, then 
Friday back in Omaha. 


Maravich attracted attention from Globetrotter manage- 


ment because of his actions on the court, actions that were con-

The proposed new University of Nebraska 


fieldhouse may be redesigned to provide for 
possible future expansion to a capacity of 20.000 
arena seats. 


And, on 'the other hand, it may not. 


That was the upshot of a rather stormy and 


inconclusive breakfast session Thursday in- 
volving NU officials and Sens. Terry Carpenter 
of Scottsbluff and Jules Burbach of Crofton. 


Carpenter said he wants seating capacity in 


the arena portion of the fieldhouse increased 
now from 15.000 to at least 18,000 seats. 


Athletic Director Bob Devaney told 


Carpenter he believes the present anticipated 
capacity is sufficient 


Burbach proposed a compromise plan to 


literally raise the roof on the proposed structure 
so that more seats could be added in the future, 
if needed, by moving two outside walls. 


John Free, an architect for Leo Daly Com- 


pany of Omaha, said that could be done for an 


additional $500.000 or so. providing space later 
for the addition of 2,500 seats along each wall. 


That appeared 


Carpenter. 


to satisfy everybody but 


"I'm gonna leave," he announced, walking 


from the room. Earlier, Carpenter questioned 
why university officials would resist his effort;- 
to gain additional funding to enlarge the 
building. 


Devaney said he is reluctant to see the issue 


"opened in the Legislature again." 


Some senators who opposed the original 


funding of the fieldhouse may suggest that the 
agreement to adhere to a $12 million ceiling is 
being violated and urge that "we junk the whole 
matter," Devaney warned. 


The Legislature placed a $12 million ceiling 


on fieldhouse construction costs, all of which 
would be used to meet the current plans. 


The state should earn between $1 million 


and $2 million in interest on investment ot 
fieldhouse construction money. Those are the 
funds which would be sought for any additional 
improvements, including raising the roof. 


Improvements in swimming facilities might 


also be included if the funds were made 
available by the Legislature. 


Arguing for additional arena seats. 


Carpenter said, "we should be looking ahead 5C 
years" instead of building for today. 


"I want a building big enough to handle 


anything between Chicago and Denver." he 
declared. 


Devaney said he wouldn't object to more 


seats, but doubts that they are needed. 


"I want that damn building enlarged.' 


Carpenter insisted. "The reason is that I want it. 
You would never have gotten it without 
Carpenter " 


Devaney said redesign of the structure tc 


provide additional seating immediately would 
delay its construction. 


"I'd like to see this get going so v.e'll see it 


in our lifetime," he noted. 


NU President D. B. Vamer said he too is 


anxious to begin construction, but the university 
will respond to the Legislature's wishes. 


* 


"I'd like to go dribble a ball on that floor 


someday too," Varner noted, "but if the 
Legislature wants to provide for future expan- 
sion of capacity, that's what should be done." 


About 6,000 of the arena seats would be 


theatre-type chairs. The remainder are bleacher 
seats. 


Another portion of the structure provides 


1,000 permanent and 200 temporary seats for 
swimming, and 2,500 seats (with possible expan- 
sion to 3,400) for indoor track 


They will replace what Devaney described 


as "the worst indoor (athletic) facilities in the 
Big Eight " 


Free said construction could be delayed by 


six months or so if additional seating is added 
immediately. Redesign to raise the roof would 
delay the procedure perhaps two months, he 
said. 


The Legislature could make its decision 


within about 10 days. Carpenter said. 


Gus Lieske. Gov. J. James Exon's director 


of administrative services, sat in onljie session. 


This year, he'll go at 138.

Miller termed the action an il- 


legal threat of a lockout and said 
the Players Association would 
consider it a lockout if the camps 
don't open March 1. Individual 
player contracts call for them to 
report March 1 


The key issues involved in the 


negotiations are the reserve 
clause and arbitration of indi- 
vidual contracts. 


The players have proposed to 


postpone action on the reserve 
clause, which binds a player to a 
team until he is released, traded 
or retires, by submitting it to a 
joint study committe for con- 
sideration for a year. 


But the owners want any ac- 


tion taken on reserve rules to be 
included in a three-year set- 
tlement of the Basic Agree- 
ment, pointing out that a year's 
study period would only mean 
lengthy negotiations again next 
year and possibly a strike. 


The Players Association wants 


the individual player to have the 
right to negotiate the best deal 
for himself with any club after 
he has been in the majors for 
seven years. The owners balk at 
this They have proposed that a 
minimum salary of $30,000 be set 
for players with five years in the 
majors and a minimum of $40,- 
000 be set for eight years and 
then if a club does not offer the 
minimum, the player will be free 
to negotiate with another club.

Two of his main objections to 


the proposal were that a player 
could not ask for arbitration two 
years in a row, and that a player 
eligible for arbitration after 
three years in the majors, would 
not be protected by the 
maximum salary cut clause 
which is 20 per cent.

Williams Signs 
Cub Contract

President Nixon was accused 
Thursday of merely standing on 
the sidelines and cheering in- 
stead of joining an effort to im- 
prove sports safety. 


Rep John E Moss. D-Calif, 


said the White House had been 
"derelict" in failing to name the 
members of a commission 
created by Congress to promote 
safe consumer products and 
ways to reduce injuries to skiers. 
football players and other 
athletes 


Moss, in a speech prepared for 


delivery at the National Sports 
Safety Congress in Cincinnati. 
Ohio, and released here, said 
President Nixon had said a bill 
to establish the commission was 
"the most significant piece of 
safety legislation" passed by the 
last Congress when he signed it 
in October. 


"Despite such promising 


rhetoric." Moss said, "we have 
now had over three months go 
by. and yet the Administration 
has not named one commis- 
sioner, let alone five." 


Moss said the Consumer 


Product Safety Commission 
created by the 1972 law had 
broad powers and that sports in- 
juries would be "a natural 
target" tor the commission. 


The extent of the problem is 


such, the California congress- 
man said, that more children 
and adolescents are injured in 
recreational and sports activi- 
ties than from any other cause 
—including auto accidents and 
burns. 


At least 630.000 persons 


between the ages of 5 and 17 are 
reported injured each year in 
sports activities, he said. 


"In view of these numbers, it 


is surprising that relatively little 
effort has been expended on 
sports safety by government or 
the private sector, especially in 
view of the close connection of 
certain sports equipment and in- 
juries." Moss said. 


The congressman said early 


action was needed by the com- 
mission to deal win injuries to 
football players, for example. 
Because of numerous injuries 
and deaths of high school foot- 
ball players due to concussions, 
he said, stringent standards are 
needed for football helmets. 


Ski bindings are another 


product that requires attention. 
Moss said, because an estimated 
150.000 skiers are injured each 
year. He said there currently are 
no safety standards for bindings. 


Moss said artificial football

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Farm Irrigators Back 
Gas Rate-Setting Bill 


By United Press International 


About 50 farm irrigators lined 


up in support of a bill to allow 
the State Oil and Gas Commis- 
sion to step into the rate-setting 
seat of the natural gas industry 
Thursday. 


But representatives of Cengas 


and Peoples Natural Gas said 
the bill, LB78, would do nothing 
but ultimately increase rates by 
replacing what they termed "a 
simple rate-setting mechanism" 
with a costly one. 


The bill to give the commis- 


sion the authority to set rates 
was introduced this year by Sen. 
Robert Clark of Sidney and Herb 
Duis of Gothenburg. 


Sidney, three years ago, took a 


case to the Supreme Court on 
natural gas rate setting and won. 
But Clark said its victory lasted 
about 30 days. At the end of that 
time, he said Kansas-Nebraska 
Natural Gas initiated another 
rate increase and Sidney didn't 
have about $30,000 to fund 
another lawsuit. 


The same bill was introduced 


in last year's session and lost out 
only when it reached the final 
reading stage of the legislative 
process. 


Clark said he knew the gas 


companies would oppose the 
bill, and said it wasn't for their 
benefit. 


"This is a people's bill," he 


said. "We're trying to protect 
the people and not the gas com- 
panies." 


Under the present rate-setting 


mechanism, gas companies must 
negotiate with each city council 
of each town served. Clark said 
that process puts the council in 
an unfavorable position because 
it doesn't have the technical 
ability to pass judgment on 
rates. 


Richard Mayne, a vice presi- 


dent of Peoples Natural Gas, 
taking note of the presence of 
the farm irrigators in support of 
the measure, said he didn't feel 
the regulation of rates by the oil 
and gas commission would help 
either 
them 
or 
the 


municipalities 


The testimony of the irrigators 


centered primarily on protests of 
the interruptible supply con- 
tracts they have which 
hampered the handling of this 
year's late harvest. 


Mayne said it appears that 


because of federal regulation 
trends and declining gas supplies

the interruptible contracts are 
on the way out. 


"The 
interruptible service 


situation is going to be more 
serious as time goes on." he 
said.. 


As to the municipalities, he 


said the companies now offer the 
best rates they can and any ad- 
ditional costly probing by a 
government agency would only 
add to already skyrocketing 
rates. 


Sen. John Cavanaugh of 


Omaha, however, asked each 
witness about the checks and 
balances of the system. 


Cecil Brubaker, representing 


the Metropolitan Utilities 
District of Omaha, told 
Cavanaugh that Auburn and 
Nebraska City could tell him 
first hand what the ultimate 
check is. 


"Auburn and Nebraska City 


have their own systems and 
that's a high price for a gas com- 
pany to pay for its investment," 
Brubaker said. 


The committee took no action 


on that bill or another, LB330, 
sponsored by Sen. Harold Simp- 
son of Lincoln to modify 
qualifications for abstractors.

Diesel Fuel 
Use Likely 
To Increase 


Nebraska's farmers will need 


from 16 to 20 million more 
gallons uf diesel fuel equivalent 
to fartn the extra land they are 
expected to have in crops this 
year. 


The estimate was made by the 


Nebraska State Emergency 
Board headed by Paul Sindt of 
Lincoln. 


A tabulation of reports 


gathered from county offices in- 
dicates that the new relaxed 
rules on land operated by 
Nebraska farmers could release 
1,838,000 acres for use in crops 
that was not farmed last year. 


The estimate suggests that 


992.000 acres will be planted to 
feed grains. 272,000 acres* to 
soybeans, 385,000 acres to be 
summer tilled and 189,000 acres 
used to grow hay, small grains 
and for pasture. 


Dr. William Splinter, chair- 


man of the University of 
Nebraska 
Department of 


Agriculture Engineering, 
a 


member of the committee also 
reported that the state's farmers 
will have 2,000 new irrigation 
wells in operation creating ad- 
ditional demands for fuel.

Unicam Pay Hike Bill Advances

Voters bought the idea in 1960 


and 1968, so the Legislature's 
Constitutional Revision Com- 
mittee Thursday went along 
with a salary figure and the wor- 
ding advocated by Omaha Sen. 
George Syas to raise senators' 
pay to $8,100 per year. 


In advancing LB232 by a un- 


animous vote, the committee's 
younger members desiring 
either a different approach or a 
higher figure yielded to the 
Legislative veteran's knowledge 
of voter psychology. 


LB232, if approved by the 


voters in 1974, authorizes the 
Legislature to set senators' 
salaries "not to exceed $675 per 
month." The current salary is 
limited to $400 per month by the 
Constitution. 
The bill was 


amended to $675 from $600. 


Syas, who engineered the 


Legislature's last two pay raises, 
attributed those successes to a 
combination of the figure and 
the phrase "not to exceed." 


Syas reasoned, "You say $600 


and they say you're increasing 
salaries by 50%. You move to 
$800 and opponents charge 
you're doubling salaries. 


"But you go to around $700, 


and it gets a little confusing." 


Sen. Ralph Kelly, a freshman 


legislator from Grand Island, 
favored $800 per month but gave 
in to Syas after his motion failed 
saying, "I yield to the politicos." 


Sen. Jules Burbach of Crofton 


went along with the $675 figure 
saying the $800 plan would "ab- 
solutely run out of steam." 


Kelly questioned how Syas and 


Burbach arrived at the figures 
which they felt would be accep- 
table to the electorate and 
suggested the Legislature might 
poll Nebraskans on the subject. 


Discounting the poll approach. 


Syas said his approach is "not 
scientific—it's successful." 


Syas and Burbach added that 


these same political realities 
doom another way of increasing 
legislators' pay, LB289 offered 
by Sen. John DeCamp. 


The bill would put betore the 


voters a proposal for a Citizens 
Salary Control Committee to set 
legislative salaries every two 
years. It would consist of the 
Chief Justice and one other 
member of the State Supreme 
Court, the Governor, the 
Secretary of State, a member of 


the news media and four 
registered voters selected at ran- 
dom. 


That approach, which is used 


in 20 other states, would remove 
all constitutional limitations on 
senators' salaries. 


"It's right. It's better (than 


LB232)," Syas said, "but you 
won't get it past the voters. It's 
too open-ended." 


Heeding Syas' advice; the 


committee delayed any action on 
the bill until LB232's fate is 
known. Committee members 
felt the fact that there were 
three legislative pay proposals 
on the November 1972 ballot 
hurt their cause. All three were 
defeated. 


If adopted by the Legislature 


and the voters, LB232 would 
raise salaries for the January 
1975 session after they are set at 
a special session after the elec- 
tion.

Changes Advanced

Nebraska's legislators sym- 


pathized Thursday with 
American Indians and the 
abuses in treatment to which 
they have been subjected over 
the years, but had trouble 
agreeing on how to meet the In- 
dian problem. 


Out of an hoiv *.l discussion on 


the floor of the Legislature came 
first round advancement of a bill 
calling for a reorganization of 
the state's Commission on In- 
dian Affairs. 


The general file approval went 


to Crofton Sen. J. W. Burbach's 
LB37, which increases commis- 
sion membership from 13 to 15, 
provides for tribal and 
geographic distribution, pays the 
members $35 per day of service 
and requires monthly meetings. 


A companion measure, ap- 


propriating $6,300 to fund the 
per-diem payments, 
moved 


ahead 30-0. 


Revised Version Nixed 


Lawmakers turned down 23-12 


a revised version of LB37, 
offered by Sen. Terry Carpenter 
of Scottsbluff. Carpenter 
proposed to reduce membership 


on the commission to nine. 
Three members each would be 
appointed by tribal councils of 
the three main Nebraska tribes 
— Omaha, Winnebago and 
Santee. 


LB37 as approved also calls for 


nine members representing the 
three tribes, but provides also 
for membership by non- 
reservation Indians from specific 
localities in the state. 


Carpenter contended the pre- 


sent commission "does not 
represent anybody but a small 
group of people who have taken 
it over and have no intentions of 
carrying out the original intent 
of the commission. 


"Will Do No Good 


Carpenter contended the bill 


in any form will do no good. 


"It's giving a sop to those who 


are causing the problem," he 
said. 


The senators referred 


frequently to confrontations and 
violence involving Indians which 
have occurred in Nebraska and 
South Dakota. 


Carpenter, whose home town 


has been involved, said the situa- 
tion in his area "could bring the 


return of vigilantes, if the law 
cannot protect the citizen." 


Sen. Leslie Stall of Alliance 


cautioned against judging all In- 
dians "by a few of the bad 
ones." 


NoCure-AU 


Burbach acknowledged that 


the reorganized commission "is 
not going to be a cure-all for the 
problem." 


"It may not stop violent acts 


but I assure you you are going to 
minimize the acts by giving the 
commission some authority. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha, the Legislature's only 
black member, said "It's not an 
Indian problem, it's an attitude 
toward Indians." 


Chambers criticized Gov. J. 


James Exon for having referred 
on occasion to Indians as 
"renegades," and said it 
demonstrated 
Exon's "insen- 


sitivity" to this minority group. 
But Carpenter said Exon was not 
calling all Indians renegades, 
and in giving the description to a 
few troublemakers, "he was 
100% correct." 


Letter On R§AP Draws Fire

A Nixon administration letter 


justifying abandonment of the 
Rural Environmental Assistance 
Program (REAP) aroused the 
ire of a number of Nebraska 
state senators Thursday.

Sen. Roland Luedtke of Lin-

Probation ' 
Work Blacked 
For Ex-Cons

The Legislature Thursday gave 


first round approval to a bill per- 
mitting ex-convicts to be heard 
as probation officers. 


The measure, LB126, is one of 


a package of bills sponsored by 
the Judiciary Committee as part 
of a correctional and penal 
reform program. 


LB126 was advanced from 


general file on a 25-1 vote, one of 
nine bills given first-stage floor 
approval by the legislators 
during a morning session. Most 
of the bills related to minor 
matters. 


Under the terms of LB126, an 


ex-offender, whether convicted 
of a felony or misdemeanor, 
could be appointed as a proba- 
tion officer if be or she main- 
tained an arrest-free record for 
one year preceding the appoint- 
ment. The required time period 
was originally two years, but 
that was halved by the Judiciary 
Committee. 


Under questioning by Sen. 


Ramey Whitney of Chappell as 
to why the bill was needed, Sen. 
Roland Luedtke *.* Lincoln, 
chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, said counseling is a 
"serious problem" in probation 
cases. 


Using ex-offenders as proba- 


tion officers would permit 
piobationers to "talk with 
someone and know that the per- 
son understands," Luedtke said. 


Such probation officer might 


help keep persons on probation 
"on the straight and narrow," 
Luedtke said. 


Also approved on general file 


on a 28-0 vote was LB116, per- 
mitting a court to set inter- 
preters' fees when an interpreter 
is needed in a legal proceeding 
for a deaf person or person who 
does not speak English. 


There are many cases where a 


communications barrier causes 
problems in legal matters, Said 
Sen George Syas of Omaha, the 
sponsor of LB116.

A bill over which there was 


sharp disagreement between the 
assistant general manager of the 
Omaha Public Power District 
(OPPD) and a member of the 
district's board of directors was 
killed, 6-1, by a legislative com- 
mittee Thursday.

said. This is especially true 
regarding nuclear facilities, 
Dirrim emphasized. 


Zorinsky, who with Dirrim 


appeared before the committee 
again Thursday, said OPPD's 
legal counsel has advised that 
the board of directors can legally 
declare an emergency if there is 
not time for the bid-letting 
process or if bids can't be at- 
tracted. 


Fred Hawkins, representing 


the Associated General Contrac- 
tors, said contractors oppose the 
bill because: 


—Historically, the construc- 


tion industry was built on the 
competitive bid system "and we 
object to its elimination." 


—The best protection for the 


public is through competive bid- 
ding. 


—Negotiated contracts would 


not solve the problems of those 
responsible for getting power 
plants built. 


—There has been a "big 


difference" in the bids sub- 
mitted on power plants. 


Hawkins said he also believes 


that eventually there will be "a 
reasonably small amount of 
changes" ordered during con- 
struction of power facilities, 
even atomic plants. 


Dirrim said the need for 


flexibility on the part of power 
district governing boards was 
greater when dealing with 
nuclear plants "but our people 
think it would also be helpful for 
conventional plants." 


There is also a difference of 


opinion, he said, on just how far 
a board's authority stretches un- 
der the emergency section of the 
law cited by Zorinsky.

Washington (AP) — The 


government Thursday unveiled 
its plans for controlling and cur- 
tailing federally aided state- 
administered 
social service 


programs designed to shrink 
welfare rolls. 


The proposed regulations, to 


be published Friday in the 
Federal Register, would have 
the effect of reducing federal 
matching funds far below the 
$2.5 billion ceiling imposed by 
Congress last year. 


Many, if not most, states will 


find they will have to amend 
their spending plans filed with 
the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare (HEW). 


Caspar W. Weinberger, in his 


first week as HEW secretary, 
emphasized that "these are only 
proposals." 


"We hope these regulations 


will cut back on things that don't 
benefit people who really need 
them," said Weinberger, Presi- 
dent Nixon's former budget 
director. 


Only three services would be 


mandatory under the new rules: 
family planning, foster care and 
protective care for neglected and 
abused children. 


Formerly required services 


that would become optional in- 
clude day care for children and 
adults, and help in finding health 
care, employment and educa- 
tion. 


Under an open-ended provi- 


sion of the 1967 law, in which the 
federal government gave $3 for 
every $1 raised by states, federal 
social services, costs had 
climbed from $522 million in 
fiscal 1969 to $1.7 billion in 1972. 


The program resulted in what 


some officials called a "raid on 
the federal treasury," with some 
states requesting a more than 
1,000% increase in matching 
funds in a single year. 


Before the ceiling, states had 


estimated they would request 
$4.6 billion this year and $6 
billion or more in fiscal 1974. 


Weinberger estimated the 


combined effect of the ceiling 
and proposed regulations would 
hold spending to about $2.6 
billion this uyear and $2 billion 
next year.

As tens of millions of 


Americans undertake their an- 
nual adventure of informing the 
Internal Revenue Service before 
April 15 about their income and 
expenditures last year, it should 
be noted that the voluntary com- 
pliance is dramatically better 
here than in most countries with 
income taxes. 


The tax collector, relying 


primarily on the willigness of the 
taxpayer in a sense to testify 
against himself, uses the carrot 
and the stick. The carrot is 
related to the citizen's attitude 
for patriotic cooperation, and 
the stick consists of techniques 
for auditing. 


The word out of the nation's 


capital is that the tax policemen 
will consist of more computers 
and fewer human beings The 
computer will be especially 
vigilant with itemized deduc- 
tions, interest, capital transac- 
tions, and dividends The goal is 
to be less random in selecting 
returns for audit, and concen- 
trate on those which deviate 
from general patterns

professionals for guidance Even 
those who are familiar with the 
current rulings, which are rapid- 
ly subject to change, are careful- 
ly watching the panel discussions 
on "tax reform" whereby out-

It takes discriminating 


statesmanship for tax solons to 
recognize changes which might 
impair the efficiency of produc- 
tive enterprises in the United 
States, at a very time when the 
deficit of exports as compared 
with imports is unprecedentedly 
high and when an imbalance in 
international payments has 
become chronic 


In light of the improved 


technology from our principal 
international competitors, in- 
cluding Japan and West Ger- 
many, it behooves Congress to 
relate proposed tax changes to 
the current international com- 
petitive position of American 
businesses

of reconciliation with Hanoi 


Rogers, who was attorney 


general in the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, began by noting 
that while American law 
provided outlets for conscien 
tious objectors, "we have a

resisted, and fled or deserted
